FOR THE RECORD: OPPOSITION 
By a substantial margin yesterday the Mis­ 
souri House of Representatives defeated a pro­ 
posal to move the home county of U.S. Rep. 
Richard Ichord into the Tenth Congressional 
District. 
The proposal, offered by State Rep. 
Fred (Gene) Copeland of New Madrid went 
down to defeat, with the vast majority of Boot- 
heel legislators opposing Copeland's suggestion. 
Accepted instead was the less radical Senate 
proposal, which fails to bring the Tenth dis­ 
trict to the state “ norm" based on the 1960 
population. 
By the time the 1970 census rolls 
around, the district will be so far under the 
“norm" that major surgery will be necessary 
to keep the Tenth district alive. 
This is not 
meant to be a glib phrase, but a recognition of 
the political facts of life. As the metropolitan 
delegations increase - at the expense of out- 
state 
Missouri 
delegations - it will become 
harder and harder to retain the Tenth district 
as a recognizable entity. 
No out state Missourian should be deluded by 
the ultimate aim of the metropolitan politicians- 
organization of congressional district around 
the needs of the cities, with the remaining to 
be haphazardly distributed to the remainder of 
the state. 
We will live to see the day, and so will the 
legislators who voted against Rep. Copeland's 
plan. 
Initially we were not pleased with the plan 
to move Rep. Ichord into the Tenth district. 
He is a stranger to the Bootheel's needs. But 
second thoughts are oftentimes better 
than 
initial reactions, and our opinion changed upon 
recognition of the fact that the Tenth district's 
need to remain a cohesive political 
and 
agricultural 
unit overshadowed personal likes 
and dislikes. Then too, there was no guarantee 
that Rep. Ichord could win a Democratic p ri­ 
mary in the Bootheel - particularly if out­ 
standing candidates will step forth. 
Our second thoughts weren't very effective, 
however, and the Copeland proposal went down 
to defeat. 
But we predict that, in only a few years from 
now, the Tenth district will live to regret 
yesterday’s decision in the House. 
We, for 
one, would like to be on record as stating our 
disappointment with the decision. 
We believe the Bootheel will live to regret it.

THE YOUNG ELEPHANTS 
The Young Republicans Federation elects 
a 
new leadership at a four-day convention opening 
in Omaha on Monday (June 19). 
Elders of both major parties are having trouble 
with their young people, as the Young Republi­ 
cans Federation meeting in Omaha will demon­ 
strate. 
By far the front-runner for the YRF 
chairmanship is Jack McDonald, head of a Nash­ 
ville management consultant firm . 
McDonald 
is the candidate of the so-called “ syndicate" 
which has controlled the Young Republicans for 
the past four years. 
His chief opponent is James E. Betts of Cleve­ 
land, form er Ohio Young Republican chairman. 
Betts is by no means a GOP liberal but only 
the less conservative of two conservative candi­ 
dates. 
In announcing his candidacy, Feb. 18, 
Betts pledged not to align himself “ for 
or 
against any faction that may exist within 
the 
Republican Party at any tim e." 
Both Young 
Elephants look like Young Turks. 
The arithmetic of last November's elections 
seemed to add up to a shift from right field. 
But Barry Goldwater got the biggest ovation 
at a YRF leadership training seminar in Wash- 
ington in February, and the featured speaker 
at the closing banquet was retired Gen. Curtis 
LeMay, form er head of the Strategic Air Com­ 
mand, who has advocated bombing North Viet 
Nam “ back to the Stone Age." 
Some feel that liberal Republicans boycotted 
the February meeting, shirking their duty. 
Only Sen. Howard H. Baker, Jr. (Tenn.) of the 
liberal young senatorial freshmen turned up to 
speak. 
Gov. Raymond Shafer of Pennsylvania, 
who 
might be described as a moderate, was 
the only other speaker who could not be classed 
as middle-of-the-road or straight conservative. 
Even former Vice President Nixon regretted, 
pleading his six-month “ sabbatical" from poli­ 
tics had not expired. 
The meeting in Washington casts its shadow 
o* Omaha. 
Syndicate forces have taken over 
t’b# leadership in California, Connecticut, and 
»/•e District of Columbia, adding to their hard­ 
core strength in the Deep South. Liberal muscle 
is bunched in New York, Pennsylvania and Michi- 
gan. 
A gathering of self-described “ responsible 
conservatives" whose strength lies principally 
i& Texas, Tennessee, Illinois, and Ohio 
will 
try to act as a swing group. The New Jersey 
1"RF handed over the reins to an eight-man 
board of older Republicans* in January after the 
“ Rata Fink" controversy of last year. 
The 
syndicate candidate will be the morning line 
favorite. 
Party surveys show that only 35 per cent of 


college students now regard themselves as 
Democrats - a rem arkable falling off from the 
days of President John F. Kennedy. Republicans 
are being drawn, if they are not pushing, into 
the vacuum. 
But what is putting off a majority of campus 
Democrats is solid disagreement with the John­ 
son 
administration 
on foreign policy, par­ 
ticularly on Viet Nam. And here is where the 
hard Viet Nam line of the YRF conservatives 
gets the older Democrats off the hook. Firmly 
against both Viet Nam attitudes, the youngsters 
may veer to the more attractive - to youth - 
domestic policies of the Great Society. 
Or, again, they more probably will stay aloof. 
National leaders of both parties are worried, 
no doubt about it. That's why both national com­ 
m ittees have set up youth organizations to work 
outside the influence of their respective Young 
Turks.

POOR CHARLIE SAYSI 
FOR THE RECORD; OPPOSITION 
By a substantial margin yesterday the M is­ 
souri House of Representatives defeated a pro­ 
posal to move the home county of U.S. Rep. 
Richard Ichord into the Tenth Congressional 
District. 
The proposal, offered by State Rep. 
Fred (Gene) Copeland of New Madrid went 
down to defeat, with the vast majority of Boot- 
heel legislators opposing Copeland's suggestion. 
Accepted instead was the less radical Senate 
proposal, which fails to bring the Tenth dis­ 
trict to the state “ norm ” based on the 1960 
population. 
By the time the 1970 census rolls 
around, the district will be so far under the 
“ norm” that major surgery will be necessary 
to keep the Tenth district alive. 
This is not 
meant to be a glib phrase, but a recognition of 
the political facts of life. As the metropolitan 
delegations increase - at the expense of out- 
state 
Missouri 
delegations - it will become 
harder and harder to retain the Tenth district 
as a recognizable entity. 
No outstate Missourian should be deluded by 
the ultimate aim of the metropolitan politicians- 
organization of congressional district around 
the needs of the cities, with the remaining to 
be haphazardly distributed to the rem ainder of 
the state. 
We will live to see the day, and so will the 
legislators who voted against Rep. Copeland’s 
plan. 
Initially we were not pleased with the plan 
to move Rep. Ichord into the Tenth district. 
He is a stranger to the Bootheel’s needs. But 
second thoughts are oftentimes better 
than 
initial reactions, and our opinion changed upon 
recognition of the fact that the Tenth d istrict's 
need to remain a cohesive political 
and 
agricultural 
unit overshadowed personal likes 
and dislikes. Then too, there was no guarantee 
that Rep. Ichord could win a Democratic p ri­ 
mary in the Bootheel - particularly if out­ 
standing candidates will step forth. 
Our second thoughts w eren’t very effective, 
however, and the Copeland proposal went down 
to defeat. 
But we predict that, in only a few years from 
now, the Tenth district will live to reg ret 
yesterday's decision in the House. 
We, for 
one, would like to be on record as stating our 
disappointment with the decision. 
We believe the Bootheel will live to regret it.

The Young Republicans Federation elects 
a 
new leadership at a four-day convention opening 
in Omaha on Monday (June 19). 
Elders of both m ajor parties are having trouble 
with their young people, as the Young Republi­ 
cans Federation meeting in Omaha will demon­ 
strate. 
By far the front-runner for the YRF 
chairm anship is Jack McDonald, head of a Nash­ 
ville management consultant firm . 
McDonald 
is the candidate of the so-called “ syndicate” 
which has controlled the Young Republicans for 
the past four years. 
His chief opponent is Jam es E. Betts of Cleve­ 
land, form er Ohio Young Republican chairman. 
Betts is by no means a GOP liberal but only 
the less conservative of two conservative candi­ 
dates. 
In announcing his candidacy, Feb, 18, 
Betts pledged not to align himself “ for 
or 
against any faction that may exist within 
the 
Republican Party at any tim e.” 
Both Young 
Elephants look like Young Turks. 
The arithm etic of last November’s elections 
seemed to add up to a shift from right field. 
But Barry Goldwater got the biggest ovation 
at a YRF leadership training sem inar in Wash­ 
ington in February, and the featured speaker 
at the closing banquet was retired Gen. C urtis 
LeMay, form er head of the Strategic Air Com­ 
mand, who has advocated bombing North Viet 
Nam “ back to the Stone Age.” 
Some feel that liberal Republicans boycotted 
the February meeting, shirking their duty. 
Only Sen. Howard H. Baker, Jr. (Tenn.) of the 
liberal young senatorial freshmen turned up to 
speak.

A gathering of self-described “ responsible 
conservatives” whose strength lies principally

¥RF handed over the reins to an eight-m an 
board of older Republicans in January after the 
* Rats Fink” controversy of last year. 
The 
syndicate candidate will be the morning line 
favorite. 
Party surveys show that only 35 per cent of 


college students now regard them selves as 
D em ocrats - a rem arkable falling off from the 
days of President John F. Kennedy. Republicans 
are being drawn, if they are not pushing, into 
the vacuum. 
But what is putting off a majority of campus 
Dem ocrats is solid disagreem ent with the John­ 
son 
administration 
on foreign policy, p ar­ 
ticularly on Viet Nam. And here is where the 
hard Viet Nam line of the YRF conservatives 
gets the older Democrats off the hook. Firm ly 
against both Viet Nam attitudes, the youngsters 
may veer to the m ore attractive - to youth - 
domestic policies of the Great Society. 
Or, again, they m ore probably will stay aloof. 
National leaders of both parties are worried, 
no doubt about it. That’s why both national com­ 
m ittees have set up youth organizations to work 
outside the influence of their respective Young 
Turks.

By a substantial margin yesterday the Mis­ 
souri House of Representatives defeated a pro­ 
posal to move the home county of U.S. Rep. 
Richard Ichord into the Tenth Congressional 
District. 
The proposal, offered by State Rep. 
Fred (Gene) Copeland of New Madrid went 
down to defeat, with the vast majority of Boot­ 
heel legislators opposing Copeland^ suggestion. 
Accepted instead was the less radical Senate 
proposal, which fails to bring the Tenth dis­ 
trict to the state “norm” based on the 1960 
population. 
By the time the 1970 census rolls 
around, the district will be so far under the 
“ norm” that major surgery will be necessary 
to keep the Tenth district alive. 
This is not 
meant to be a glib phrase, but a recognition of 
the political facts of life. As the metropolitan 
delegations increase - at the expense of out- 
state 
Missouri 
delegations - it will become 
harder and harder to retain the Tenth district 
as a recognizable entity. 
No outstate Missourian should be deluded by 
the ultimate aim of the metropolitan politicians- 
organization of congressional district around 
the needs of the cities, with the remaining to 
be haphazardly distributed to the remainder of 
the state. 
We will live to see the day, and so will the 
legislators who voted against Rep. Copeland’s 
plan. 
Initially we were not pleased with the plan 
to move Rep. Ichord into the Tenth district. 
He is a stranger to the Bootheel^ needs. But 
second thoughts are oftentimes better 
than 
initial reactions, and our opinion changed upon 
recognition of the fact that the Tenth district’s 
need to remain a cohesive political 
and 
agricultural 
unit overshadowed personal likes 
and dislikes. Then too, there was no guarantee 
that Rep. Ichord could win a Democratic pri­ 
mary in the Bootheel - particularly if out­ 
standing candidates will step forth. 
Our second thoughts weren’t very effective, 
however, and the Copeland proposal went down 
to defeat. 
But we predict that, in only a few years from 
now, the Tenth district will live to regret 
yesterday’s decision in the House. 
We, for 
one, would like to be on record as stating our 
disappointment with the decision.

The Young Republicans Federation elects

new leadership at a four-day convention opening 
in Omaha on Monday (June 19). 
Elders of both major parties are having trouble 
with their young people, as the Young Republi­ 
cans Federation meeting in Omaha will demon­ 
strate. 
By far the front-runner for the YRF 
chairmanship is Jack McDonald, head of a Nash­ 
ville management consultant firm. 
McDonald 
is the candidate of the so-called “ syndicate” 
which has controlled the Young Republicans for 
the past four years. 
His chief opponent is James E. Betts of Cleve­ 
land, former Ohio Young Republican chairman. 
Betts is by no means a GOP liberal but only 
the less conservative of two conservative candi­ 
dates. 
In announcing his candidacy, Feb. 18, 
Betts pledged not to align himself “ for 
or 
against any faction that may exist within 
the 
Republican Party at any tim e.” 
Both Young 
Elephants look like Young Turks, 
The arithmetic of last November’s elections 
seemed to add up to a shift from right field. 
But Barry Coldwater got the biggest ovation

We have come to a crisis in 
the evolution of government in 
Am erica. 
We hear speeches by the P re s­ 
ident and by various m em bers 
of Congress urging a “ new fed­ 
era lism ” or a “ creative feder­ 
alism ” or a “ co-operative fed­ 
e ra lism .” But, despite the m er­ 
itorious purposes implied, we 
know that there is a spreading 
revolt today on the part of State 
and city governments against the 
palpable usurpation of power by 
the Federal Government. This is 
being done in acts of Congress 
and by the appropriation of pub­ 
lic funds obtained through a vir­ 
tually unlimited power to col­ 
lect taxes from the people. 
Granted that many reform s are 
necessary and that the Federal 
Government and the States should 
co-operate in the development of 
a better life for the American 
people, 
the 
fact rem ains that 
there is a right way and a vtrong 
way to try to attain these objec ­ 
tives. 
The argument about the scope 
of federal power has been going 
on alm ost from the foundation of 
the Republic. 
But the fram ers 
of the BUI of Rights in the Con­ 
stitution 
provided 
what 
they 
thought was an im perishable re­ 
striction on the possible exer­ 
cise of despotic power by the 
Federal Government. The Tenth 
Amendment says: 
” The powers not delegated to the 
United States by the Constitution, 
nor prohibited by it to the States, 
are reserved to the States re­ 
spectively, 
or to the people.” 
It is interesting to recall now the 
prophetic passage written in 1935 
by Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes.

We have come to a crisis in 
th** evolution of government in 
America. 
We tiear speeches by the Pres­ 
ident and by various members 
of Congress urging a “new fed­ 
eralism ” or a “creative feder­ 
alism ” or a “co-operative fed­ 
eralism .” But, despite the mer­ 
itorious purposes implied, we 
know that there is a spreading 
revolt today on the part of state 
and city governments against the 
palpable usurpation of power by 
the FetieruI Government. This is 
being done in acts of Congress
